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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Tutbury  Plural  District  for  1964.  The  Report  has  been  drafted 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/65 . 

The  statistical  tables  on  the  following  pages  show  that  there 
was  a  further  population  increase  in  your  district  during  1964. 

There  was  also  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate  to  18.53  per 
1000  estimated  population.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1964  was  18.4. 

Seven  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  under  review 
compared  with  five  in  the  previous  year,  giving  an  Infant  Death  Rate 
of  19.23  per  1000  live  births.  In  four  of  these  cases  congenital 
abnormalities  were  present. 

The  general  death  rate,  8.36  per  1000  estimated  population, 
was  again  lower  than  the  previous  year.  When  this  figure  is  adjusted 
for  age  and  sex  it  is  9.25  per  1000  estimated  population  and  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.3 
per  1000  estimated  population.  Forty-seven  per  cent  of  the  deaths 
which  occurred  were  in  persons  of  75  years  and  over,  and  47%  of  the 
deaths  at  all  ages  were  due  to  some  form  of  cardio-vascular  disease. 

Regrettably  eight  deaths  were  due  to  accidents — an  increase 
of  100%  over  the  previous  year. 

Three  of  these  accidents  occurred  at  home,  two  were  road 
accidents,  and  one  was  the  result  of  a  train  derailment  which  occurred 
elsewhere  but  in  which  a  person  from  this  district  lost  his  life. 

The  sad  aspect  of  this  cause  of  death  is  that  most  accidents 
are  preventable,  and  for  every  accident  which  is  fatal  there  are  hun¬ 
dreds  more  which  cause  unnecessary  pain,  suffering  and  disability. 
Statutory  control  must  necessarily  be  limited  to  those  hazards  against 
which  compulsory  protection  is  justifiable  and  practicable,  e.g.  the 
Fireguards  Act,  1952,  the  Children’s  Nightdresses  Regulations,  1964. 

No-one  can  legislate  against  ignorance  and  carelessness,  how¬ 
ever,  and  the  responsibility  for  seeing  that  accidents  do  not  happen 
rests  with  the  individual  at  home  and  at  work  as  well  as  on  the 
roads.  It  is  only  by  the  combined  efforts  of  everyone  that  this  tragic 
and  unnecessary  toll  of  life  can  be  reduced. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases  the  total  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  received  was  considerably  reduced  compared  with  the  previous 
year  due  to  the  fact  that  the  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in 
1963  giving  344  notified  cases,  while  in  1964,  a  ‘non-measles’  year, 
only  83  cases  occurred. 


There  was  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough 
from  10  in  1963  to  17  in  1964.  This  may  seem  disappointing  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  satisfactory  response  to  immunisation 
in  your  District,  but  on  investigation  it  was  found  that  five  of  these 
notified  cases  were  in  age  groups  which  would  not  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  receiving  protection  against  this  disease.  Of  the 
remainder  only  two  had  records  of  being  immunised  against  whooping 
cough  but  neither  had  received  the  recommended  booster  dose. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  during  1964  the  Meals  on 
Wheels  Service  was  commenced  in  the  main  villages  of  Tutbury  Rural 
District.  In  a  scheme  of  this  kind  co-operation  of  several  agencies 
is  required  for  its  success.  The  Council  appreciated  the  need  for  the 
Service  and  the  contribution  it  would  make  to  the  well-being  of  the 
elderly  and  infirm  in  their  district  and  agreed  to  make  the  necessary 
financial  and  material  contributions. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  is  essentially  a  voluntary  one, 
however,  the  running  of  which  the  W.V.S.  consider  one  of  their  more 
important  functions,  and  one  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  contri¬ 
bution  made  by  the  W.V.S.  Organiser  for  the  district  and  her  willing 
band  of  helpers,  not  all  of  whom  are  members  of  the  W.V.S.  Thanks 
are  also  due  to  several  local  firms  and  to  the  Andressey  Hospital  who 
supply  the  meals,  and  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  play  a  part  in  re¬ 
porting  to  me  as  Area  Medical  Officer  the  circumstances  in  cases 
where  an  application  is  made  so  that  an  assessment  of  need  can  be 
made. 


Finally,  without  the  enthusiasm  and  co-ordinating  efforts  of 
your  Clerk,  who  irons  out  administrative  difficulties,  considerable  in 
a  rural  district  compared  with  an  urban  district,  the  scheme  would  not 
have  been  possible,  and  to  him  must  go  the  credit  for  the  successful 
initiation  and  smooth  running  of  the  service. 

Progress  in  the  clearance  of  certain  unfit  houses  and  the  bring¬ 
ing  of  others  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  is  dealt  with  in  your 
Inspector’s  report,  in  which  reference  is  also  made  to  the  other  en¬ 
vironmental  services. 

It  remains  for  me  to  thank  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
his  Deputy  and  the  pupil  inspectors,  also  the  clerk  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  assistance  and  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the  Council  and  my 
fellow-officials.

The  Tutbury  Rural  District  is  situated  in  Eastern  Stafford¬ 
shire,  its  northern  boundary  being  the  river  Dove  and  its  eastern  and 
southern  boundaries  being  the  River  Trent,  except  where  the  Rural 
District  borders  to  the  County  Borough  of  Burton  upon  Trent.  The 
area  of  the  District  is  approximately  fifty  square  miles  and  it  consists 
of  twelve  civil  parishes  which  include  ten  villages  and  six  hamlets. 


The  Rural  District  lies  on  the  Keupar  Marl  and  thick  masses 
of  gypsum  occur  in  the  parishes  of  Hanbury  and  Tutbury.  The 
greater  part  of  the  District  is  undulating  and  well  wooded,  forming 
part  of  the  ancient  Needwood  Forest,  apart  from  the  portion  which 
lies  in  the  Trent  Valley.  The  soil  is  fertile  and  the  area  under 
cultivation  is  large.  In  the  river  valleys  there  are  large  deposits  of 
sand  and  gravel  which  are  extensively  worked. 


Whilst  the  principal  industry  of  the  Rural  District  is  agri¬ 
culture,  other  industries  are  to  be  found  in  the  various  villages.  At 
Tutbury,  high-class  glassv/are  is  produced  by  Messrs.  Webb  Corbett, 
Ltd.,  and  in  this  area  gypsum  and  alabaster  are  extensively  mined 
and  prepared  into  plaster,  plaster-board,  etc.  by  Gyproc,  Ltd. 


At  Stretton,  Pirelli  Ltd.  have  a  large  factory  which  produces 
principally  vehicle  tyres  and  slippers. 


In  the  Branston  area,  where  sand  and  gravel  are  extracted, 
are  the  factories  of  the  Marley  Tile  Co.,  Ltd.,  Spun  Concrete,  Ltd., 
and  the  Burton  Box  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  makes  cardboard  boxes.

Daring  the  year  under  review  three  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  your  district,  of  these  two  were  respiratory  and  one 
non-respiratory.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 


The  incidence  of  the  disease  has  declined  markedly  over  the 
years.  The  average  number  of  notifications  annually  for  Stafford¬ 
shire  for  the  1958/1962  period  was  39  compared  with  27  for  the 
year  1963.

improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have  played  a  part  in  re¬ 
ducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the  traditional  preventive  measures, 
viz.  mass  radiography,  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  contact  tracing,  must 
be  pursued  with  diligence. 
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With  regard  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  schools,  this  service  is 
available  to  all  children  in  their  first  year  in  a  senior  school.  It  is 
a  pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out.  It  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  a  strong  positive 
reaction,  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  order 
of  0.350  per  1000  may  be  expected  within  the  next  2\  years.  These 
strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision,  and  this  is  usually  arr¬ 
anged  with  the  chest  physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts. 
For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient  to 
arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 

The  Mass  Radiography  unit  last  visited  your  district  in  1961 
for  the  purpose  of  a  Tuberculosis  Survey,  and  it  is  hoped  to  arrange 
for  them  to  visit  again  in  the  near  future. 

PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

As  you  are  aware,  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the  respon¬ 
sible  authority  throughout  the  county  with  regard  to  immunisation 
and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary 
to  include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  present  position  with  regard  to  prophylactics  is  somewhat 
complicated.  The  schedule  of  protective  injections  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  offered  by  Staffordshire  County  Council  is

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  TETANUS 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  for  the  time  being  it  is  necessary 
to  collate  the  numbers  of  children  receiving  protection  in  the  various 
forms  in  order  to  compare  the  response  to  diphtheria  immunisation 
during  the  year  under  review  with  that  in  the  previous  years.  As  it 
becomes  standard  procedure  to  give  children  protection  in  the  form 
of  combined  antigens  the  administration  of  the  immunisation  pro¬ 
gramme  and  the  assessment  of  the  response  will  become  simplified.

POLIOMYELITIS 

In  October  1961,  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that 
following  extensive  trials  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  had  been  approved  as 
safe  and  effective  for  use  in  protecting  against  poliomyelitis.  Supplies 
were  made  available  during  1962. 

Accordingly  the  following  tables  give  figures  for  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  by  injection  and  also  orally.  The  oral  or  ‘sugar 
lump’  method  was  given  as  a  primary  course  of  three  doses  in  a  high 
proportion  of  cases,  and  also  as  a  fourth  dose  in  the  5 — 11  year-old 
age  group  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Meals  on  Wheels 

During  1964  under  permissive  powers  derived  from  the  above 
Act,  the  Council  gave  support  to  the  W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme 
to  enable  it  to  be  operated  within  the  Rural  District. 

Basically  the  scheme  is  to  provide  cooked  mid-day  meals  twice 
per  week  to  deserving  cases  who  by  age  or  infirmity  are  likely  to  benefit 
from  them.  The  meals  are  purchased  from  various  canteens  at  a  cost 
of  between  2/3d.  and  2/6d.  each;  the  recipients  pay  l/-d.  each  and 
the  balance  of  the  cost  is  met  by  this  Council.  Of  this  Council’s  share 
of  the  cost,  50%  is  recovered  from  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

The  equipment,  which  is  purchased  by  your  Council,  consists 
of  “Hot-Lock”  containers,  which  are  insulated  and  heated,  and  in  two 
sizes,  one  for  12  meals  and  one  for  6  meals,  and  thermos  jugs.  The 
equipment  cost  £183  but  should  last  for  many  years.  The  only 
anticipated  future  expenditure  should  be  when  the  service  is  extended 
or  when  minor  replacements  and  repairs  are  required. 

The  W.V.S.  operate  the  delivery  of  meals  and  personal  service 
part  of  the  scheme.  The  W.V.S.  Organiser  for  the  Rural  District  has 
various  village  leaders  who  arrange  a  rota  for  the  ladies  to  deliver  these 
meals.  All  these  W.V.S.  ladies  volunteer  their  services  and  offer  their 
transport  free  of  charge,  which  means,  of  course,  the  service  is 
administered  very  economically. 

Cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  Nurses,  Hospital 
Almoners,  and  others.  The  degree  of  priority  of  each  case  is  assessed 
by  myself  and  your  Clerk  acts  as  co-ordinator  between  the  various 
persons  concerned  in  running  the  service.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 

1964. 

The  impetus  of  Slum  Clearance  has  increased  over  last  year, 
as  will  be  seen  irom  the  body  of  the  Report,  although  the  slow  progress 
in  site  acquisition  in  Tutbury  is  a  matter  for  grave  concern  to  me. 

House  improvement,  with  the  assistance  of  both  Standard  and 
Discretionary  Grants,  continues  at  a  steady  ratner  than  spectacular 
rate.  inis  rate  is  still  disappointing  to  me  personally,  however, 
although  it  compares  very  favourably  with  other  districts.  New  powers 
of  compulsion  to  secure  house  improvement  are  given  to  local  authori¬ 
ties  under  tne  Housing  Act,  1964,  but  with  the  pressure  of  work  as  it 
is  in  the  Department,  i  fail  to  see  how  these  new  powers  can  be  imple¬ 
mented  unless  extra  stall  is  employed. 

The  Offices,  Shops,  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  and  details  of  the  premises  concerned  are 
given  in  the  Report.  1  regret  to  have  to  report  that  no  specific  inspec¬ 
tion  of  these  premises  was  possible  but  steps  have  been  taken  to  ensure 
that  all  provisions  of  the  Act  are  fully  dealt  with  in  1965. 

Another  Act  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1964, 
was  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act,  1964,  which  provides 
for  the  inspection  and  licensing  of  any  establishments  where  cats  or 
dogs  are  accommodated. 

As  Members  will  be  aware  from  my  monthly  reports,  the  year 
has  been  one  of  considerable  difficulty  so  tar  as  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  is  concerned.  The  crux  of  the  matter  is  the  difficulty  in  find¬ 
ing  adequate  disposal  sites,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  only  solution 
is  tne  provision  of  suitable  disposal  plant.  I  cannot  stress  too  stongly 
the  importance  of  this  matter  and  the  need  for  an  early  decision. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with 
food  inspection,  a  considerable  increase  in  this  work  was  necessary 
during  the  year.  I  am  happy  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  close 
and  helpful  co-operation  received  from  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  .Laboratory  Service  and  the  Chief  Inspector  of  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department,  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

I  should  also  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  support  given  to 
me  by  my  fellow  officers  and  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  in 
the  work  of  my  Department  by  tne  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  scheme  for  the  sewer  extension  to  serve  some  26  properties 
in  Hadley  End,  Yoxall  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  August. 
Tenders  were  invited  and  the  work  will  be  put  in  hand  early  in  1965. 

The  scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Tutbury  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry,  and  an  alternative 
scheme  to  pump  sewage  from  Tutbury  to  Rolleston  and  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  works  at  Rolleston  is  now  being  prepared  as  a 
matter  of  urgency  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 

Recording  meters  were  installed  to  measure  the  amount  of  in¬ 
filtration  water  in  certain  lengths  of  sewer  both  at  Tutbury  and  Rolles¬ 
ton  and  replacement  of  these  lengths  will  be  incorporated  in  the 
scheme. 

Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  and  Nightsoil  Collection  and  Cesspool  Cleansing 

Difficulty  in  maintaining  this  service  at  a  satisfactory  level  was 
again  experienced  during  the  year  due  to  the  continued  rapid  increase 
of  houses  being  built  in  the  District,  the  serious  lack  of  suitable  sites 
for  use  as  controlled  tips,  and  a  shortage  of  suitable  men. 

The  situation  was  aggravated  by  the  loss  of  a  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  which  was  a  complete  “write-off”  following  a  serious  accident 
in  Tutbury  on  the  21st  September.  The  reserve  vehicle,  a  Side 
Loader,  was  brought  in  as  a  replacement,  but  owing  to  the  reduction 
in  capacity,  it  was  necessary  to  hire  a  vehicle  for  several  weeks  from 
Repton  Rural  District  Council.  Urgent  discussions  were  held  with 
the  vehicle  manufacturers  Messrs.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry,  and  an 
order  placed  for  a  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle  which  was  promised 
for  delivery  early  in  1965. 

The  engine  from  the  damaged  vehicle  which  had  been  recon¬ 
ditioned  and  re-fitted  in  June,  was  transferred  to  the  cesspool  empty¬ 
ing  vehicle.  It  had  been  intended  to  replace  this  vehicle  in  the  finan¬ 
cial  year  1965/19 66,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  life  of  this  10-year-old 
vehicle  may  thus  be  prolonged  for  another  12-18  months. 

Despite  the  difficulties  referred  to  above,  the  collection  period 
averaged  between  10  and  12  days  whilst  the  weekly  collection  of 
nightsoil  from  some  450  premises  operated  satisfactorily.  In  addition 
150  privately-owned  and  58  Council-owned  cesspools  were  emptied. 

Salvage  receipts  fell  slightly  during  the  year,  mainly  due  to  a 
reduction  in  the  price  of  baled  tins  and  a  reduction  in  the  quantity  of 
mixed  scrap  salvaged.  Full  details  of  the  figures,  including  a  compari¬ 
son  with  the  1963  figures  are  given  overleaf.

(b)  Street  Cleansing 

In  June  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
had  a  meeting  with  the  Chairman  and  Clerk  of  every  Parish  Council 
in  the  District  to  discuss  matters  of  mutual  interest,  and  in  particular 
the  services  administered  by  the  Rural  District  and  Parish  Councils. 

The  question  of  street  cleansing  featured  prominently  in  the 
discussions  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  recommend  the  Rural 
District  Council  to  inaugurate  a  scheme  for  the  removal  of  litter  from 
footpaths  and  verges  in  accordance  with  Section  77  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936.  The  scheme  was  intended  to  be  complimentary  to 
the  street  cleansing  duties  undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 

The  recommendation  was  accepted  by  the  Council  for  imple¬ 
mentation  during  1965. 

Conversions 

There  have  not  been  any  conversions  carried  out  during  the 
year  except  where  this  work  has  formed  part  of  improvement  grant 
schemes. 

Nuisances 

(a)  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

Further  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding 
the  ringing  of  bells  at  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Stretton. 

In  previous  annual  reports  I  have  reported  on  this  very  vexed 
and  vexing  problem  which  has  taken  up  many  hours  of  work  in 
investigation  and  discussion^ "with  the  parties  concerned. 

One  complainant-placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  his  solici¬ 
tors  in  December  but  after  long  and  careful  consideration  of  their  sub¬ 
missions,  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  decided 
that  they  were  not  satisfied3  that  the  ringing  of  these  bells  constituted 
a  nuisance  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act  1960.  They  instructed  me,  however,  to  take  all  action  possible 
on  an  informal  basis  to  resolve  the  complaint.  This  work  is  in  hand. 

(b)  Public  Health  Act  1936  t  . 

Only  rhitior-  pollution  trouble’ lwas  Experienced  in  the  brook- 
courses  aTBaftori-iinder-Needwood  atid  YbkalF following  the  installa- 
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tion  of  new  collection  tanks  for  silage  liquors  at  farms  on  the  outskirts 
of  these  villages.  The  pollution  arose  from  teething  troubles  with  the 
new  drainage  installations,  and  was  speedily  put  right  after  represent¬ 
ations  were  made  to  the  agents  concerned. 

Smoke  Abatement 

No  complaints  of  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the 

year. 

Caravans 

An  application  to  increase  the  number  of  vans  on  the  privately- 
owned  site  at  Rolleston  was  granted,  the  total  number  now  being  65. 
The  existing  sanitary  facilities  were  considered  to  be  adequate  to 
cater  for  the  additional  numbers. 

In  addition  20  site  licences  for  individual  vans  are  in  force. 

Swimming  baths 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a  privately-owned 
open  air  pool  in  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove.  It  appears  to  be 
well  managed  and  supervised. 

Disinfections 

A  number  of  library  books  were  disinfected  after  being  used  by 
patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act  1964 

The  licensing  of  premises  where  the  business  of  accommodating 
cats  and  dogs  is  carried  on  was  provided  for  by  the  Act. 

Seven  applications  were  received,  and  joint  inspections  with  the 
local  Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  were  made.  Five  licences  were 
issued  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  shillings. 

Housing 

New  Housing  Accommodation 

During  the  year  359  private  enterprise  houses  and  11  Council 
houses  were  completed  and  occupied. 

Improvement  Grants 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of 
43  properties,  21  of  these  being  owner-occupied  houses.

In  June  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  under  Section  43  of  the 
of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  was  made  in  respect  of  14  unfit  houses  in 
Alain  Street,  Branston.  Several  objections  to  the  Order  were  lodged 
and  a  public  inquiry  will  be  held  by  a  Ministry  Inspector  in  January 
1965. 


Surveys  were  also  made  in  respect  of  1 1  further  houses  in  Main 
Street  and  16  houses  in  Old  Road,  Branston  with  a  view  to  Clearance 
Area  procedure  being  instituted  early  in  1965. 

It  is  the  Housing  Committee’s  intention  to  provide  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  families  displaced  by  these  schemes  on  a  five  acre  site  in 
Clays  Lane,  Branston,  and  plans  for  the  layout  of  24  flatlets  (two- 
storey)  18  three  bedroomed  houses;  20  two  bedroomed  houses  and  15 
old  peoples’  bungalows  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  October. 
Tenders  are  being  invited  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  bulk  of  the 
work  will  be  completed  early  in  1966. 


Tutbury  Clearance  Areas 

It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  no  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
acquisition  of  sites  in  Tutbury  Parish  for  the  re-housing  of  famliies 
displaced  by  clearance  area  procedure.  Upwards  of  a  hundred  houses 
are  involved — a  major  project  for  a  Rural  District  Council  of  this  size 
to  undertake  in  one  village — and  detailed  inspections  of  the  majority 
of  the  premises  concerned  were  completed  last  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  sites  can  be  agreed  and  purchased 
in  1965  in  order  that  this  urgent  clearance  work  is  not  delayed  any 
further.  *

In  June  a  routine  inspection  of  a  poultry  packing  station  in 
the  District  revealed  that  a  most  unsatisfactory  standard  of  hygiene 
was  being  maintained  and  that  a  small  store  in  the  packing  station  had 
been  converted  into  a  cookhouse  where  frozen  chickens  were  de-frosted 
and  then  cooked,  quartered,  and  then  despatched  to  public  houses, 
clubs,  and  similar  establishments  in  the  Midlands  and  North  of  Eng¬ 
land.  The  establishment  of  this  cookhouse  was  unauthorised,  no 
application  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  having 
been  made. 

The  output  of  the  packing  station  was  in  the  region  of  3000 
birds  per  day,  whilst  approximately  1000  birds  were  cooked  and 
distributed  from  the  cookhouse. 

Informal  notice  was  served  on  the  Company  operating  the 
plant,  particular  attention  being  drawn  to  the  dangers  associated  with 
the  cooking  and  quartering  of  chickens  which  were  later  re-heated 
before  being  served  to  customers. 

Very  little  improvement  was  noted  on  subsequent  inspections 
and  samples  and  swabs  were  therefore  taken  from  23  different  points 
in  the  packing  station  and  cookhouse  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford  for  bacterial  examination.  The  sam¬ 
pling  procedure  was  repeated  after  a  nine-day  interval,  and  the  reports 
of  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory  confirmed  that  bacterial  contami¬ 
nation  was  taking  place  of  both  the  birds  being  processed  for  deep 
freezing  and  those  being  cooked  and  quartered. 

On  20th  August  after  considering  my  report  on  the  premises 
and  the  Director’s  reports  on  the  samples  and  specimens,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  resolved  to  institute  proceedings  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  and  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (Gener¬ 
al)  Regulations  1960,  unless  production  ceased  in  the  unsatisfactory 
premises. 

The  company  ceased  production  on  the  21st  August  and  have 
not  pursued  the  question  of  re-commencing  business  in  new  and 
satisfactory  premises. 
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(iv)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

The  butchers  meat  condemned  in  the  slaughterhouses  was 
stained  before  disposal  to  a  Midlands  Hide  and  Skin  Company. 

The  large  consignment  of  frozen  chickens  referred  to  in  the 
following  paragraph  was  disposed  of  by  incineration  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Burton’s  Refuse  Destructor  Plant  by  arrangement  with 
the  Superintendent. 

(v)  Special  Examination  of  Food  Consignments 

In  the  early  part  of  July  I  was  asked  by  the  Company  operating 
the  poultry  packing  station  to  examine  a  quantity  of  frozen  chickens 
in  a  storage  refrigerator.  The  refrigerator  had  apparently  broken 
down  during  the  previous  weekend,  and  the  chicken  carcases  had  com¬ 
pletely  de-frosted  by  the  time  the  Staff  arrived  on  Monday  morning. 
Prior  to  my  being  consulted  the  carcases  were  again  blast-frozen, 
part  of  the  consignment  then  being  stored  in  a  holder  refrigerator  and 
the  remainder  in  a  cold  store  in  Burton-on-Trent. 

As  the  total  consignment  weighed  over  6  tons,  a  10  per  cent 
sample  was  removed  from  cold  storage,  de-frosted,  and  examined 
thoroughly.  All  the  sample  carcases  were  found  to  be  malodorous,  un¬ 
wholesome  and  unfit  for  the  food  of  man,  and  the  whole  consignment 
was  therefore  condemned  and  disposed  of  as  outlined  in  paragraph 
(iv)  above. 

(vi)  Ice  Cream  Samples 

Since  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  a  supply  of  solid  carbon 
dioxide  for  the  sample  case,  no  ice  cream  samples  were  taken. 


Unsound  Food 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  about  a  mouldy  pie 
and  suspected  particles  of  glass  in  a  tin  of  salmon. 

After  initial  investigation  both  matters  were  referred  to  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  the  mouldy  apple  pie,  and 
a  fine  of  £15  with  £7/15/Od.  costs  was  imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

The  suspect  tin  of  salmon  was  submitted  for  analysis  to  the 
County  Analyst,  who  identified  the  suspected  pieces  of  glass  as  crystals 
of  Magnesium  Ammonium  Phosphate-— a  harmless  natural  product. 

Meat 

The  total  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  remains  at  three, 
and  all  were  inspected  by  an  officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  accompanied  by  me. 

This  year  is  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  system  of  stamping 
carcases  and  inspection  charges  has  been  in  operation.  No  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  with  the  system  and  no  review  of  charges  is 
contemplated. 
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The  following  table  gives  full  details  of  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  the  incidence  and  percentage  of  diseased  carcases.

This  service  continued  to  operate  successfully  in  co-operation 
with  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  August  your  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  D.  L.  Clarke,  ceased 
work  on  leaving  the  District  and  I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  his  faithful  service  during  the  last  ten  years. 
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A  replacement  was  not  found  until  October  when  Mr.  S. 
Durose  was  engaged.  He  has  attended  instruction  courses  arranged 
by  the  Ministry  and  I  am  confident  that  the  high  standard  of  this 
work  will  be  continued  by  him.
